This is the day, place, and time for one and all to 
become experts on ocean yacht racing 

Because what is happening right here in Victoria this 
weekend is the start (and granted a little wind, the finish) 
of the annual Swiftsure ocean yacht racing classic. 

It is-very easy to become an expert’ on ocean yacht 
racing, and especially the Swiftsure race. 

The first rule to remember is, for Neptune’s sake, 
don’t set foot on a yacht. 

People who set foot on a yacht are very apt to wind 
up all at sea, and that is no place for an expert, 
especially a yachting expert. 

Yacht expertizing-is best done from a warm, dry 
-chair by the fireplace. 

The next rule to remember is this: all things being 
equal, the best skipper with the best\crew in the best boat 
with the best rigging and the best-suit of sails will win. 

And the NEXT rule is, all things are seldom hardly 
ever equal. 

There is, for instance Tide to contend with. When 
Tide isin, Cheer is out, no matter what Breeze Duz to 
Surf. As any housewife can tell you. 

Another thing about tide is, you must consider its 
ebb and Filo. 

(The jast-time people in these parts considered Flo, 
she started swimming Juan. de Fuca Strait, and look 
what happened then.) 

One.of the rules of racing not even an expert can 
ignore is, it isn’t considered quite fair to start the engine. 

This was proven conclysively one year when, in the

Thus the real, true blue, basic rule of yacht racing 
is, sail by the wind, be it fair, foul, or good red herring.
